The undersigned, President of the University, 
would present, in accordEince with the standing 
orders of the Board, his first Annual Report 

The year that has just closed is rendered sadly 
memorable by the death of a President of the 
College fvhile in ofBce, since a like event had not 
occurred for more than half a century. Those best 
qualified by near intimacy with President Felton, 
and by conaperation with him in the labors of his 
oflice, have already spoken fitting words of eulogy, 
,and given expression to the deep sense of loss felt 
by all connected with the University. The Hum- 
mer Professor, Andrew P. Peabody, S. T. D, was 
appointed by the Corporation on the 28th of 
February to perform the duties of President in 
the Academical department, — a trust which he 
filled with admirable wisdom and efficiency until 
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the Ist of December. The undersigned not hav- 
ing undertaken any of ihe duties of his office un- 
til the lat of November, and not having entered 
fully upon ttiem until the Ist of December, must 
refer, for an account of the condition of the Uni- 
versity during the last Academic year, to the re- 
port herewixn presented of the late Acting Presi-* 
dent, and to the usual Appendix. 

The President has been too short a time in 
office to render his opinion on the present condi- 
tion of the tJniversity of much value. The de- 
partments stand substantially as at .the close of 
.the last Academic year, except that Professor 
Henry L. Eustis lia» had leave of absence in order 
that he might, render his high military education 
and talenfe of service to ihe army; and the de- 
partment of Engineering has been put under 
charge of Assistant Professor C. W. Eliot, who 
has taken as his assistant Mr. Edward Pearce. 

It will be seen by the Treasurer's Report that 
the Divinity and Law Schools have begun to re- 
ceive a part of the income from the munificent 
bequest of the late Benjamin Buseey, which, it i^ 
hoped, will ultimately enable us to place those 
two important Faculties on a proper basis. 

Allusion is made in the Treasurer's Report to 
the wants of the Observatory. It gives the Pres- 
ident great pleasure to say that a generous dona- 
tion of ten thousand dollars, just proposed by a 
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benefactor who withholda his name, will go far 

towards supplying the immediate needs of that 

institution. 

Returning, after a few years' absence, to resume 

an interest in our University, the undersigned has 
been gratified to note the evidences of her in- 
creasing prosperity, and the growth of her means 
of usefulness. But^he must he permitted to add, 
that he is even more forcibly struck with the op- 
portunities still offered for an advantageous em- 
ployment of larger means. No department, either 
in the College or among the Professional Schools, 
can be said to stand above the need of improve- 
ment, and few, if any, can court* comparison with 
the most thoroughly furnished schools of Europe. 
No lower ambition is worthy of our age and our 
people than that which would, in conformity with 
the suggestions of his Excellency the Governor, at 
length make Harvard College a University in re- 
ality as well as in name. Other institutions in 
our country have desired to fulfil the high func- 
tion; but it is impossible for us in this generation 
to have in North America more than one Univer- 
sity of the highest grade j and Harvard College 
has high vantage-ground, in its position and pres- 
ent endowments, from which to assume that hon- 
ored post It becomes, therefore, her guardians to 
invite the assistance of her friends, — of the lov- 
ers of religion, Uterature, art, and science, and 
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eBpecially of those whose wealth will enable them 
to execute the generous purposes of their hearts, 
— that by concentrated effort we may make our 
College worthy of our ancestors, and of ourselves. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

To THE HONOBABLE AND BeVEBEMD, 

THE OVXBSEEBS OP HaRTABD CoLLEGB : — 

The undersigned, by appointment of the Cor- 
poration Acting President of the College from Feb- 
ruary 27 to December 1, 1862, has the honor to 
submit the following Report on the condition of 
tiie College during his administration. 

It belonged of course to the temporary incum- 
bent of the office less to institute new measures, 
than' to maintain the regular and beneficent op- 
eration .of the methods sanctioned by previous 
experience. The energy, promptness, and practical 
wisdom of President Felton had bequeathed at 
once an easy and an arduous task to his suc- 
cessor, — easy as regarded the system to be pur- 
sued, arduous as to the amount of work to be 
done. The undersigned begs leave to express his 
grateful sense of the ready and cordial co-oper- 
ation of his colleagues in the Academic Faculty, 
and of an official intercourse with them which 
has left only the happiest remembrances. He 
would bear equally full and hearty testimony to 
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the uniformly pleasant and kind relations sus- 
tained with the students, no less marked by re- 
spect and confidence on their part, than on his 
side by an earnest desire for their welfare and 
improvement. 

But few changes have taken place among the 
ofQcers of instruction and government since the 
date of the last Annual Beport During the sec- 
ond term of the last Academic year the duties 
of the tutorship made vacant by the resignation 
of Mr. Abbot were performed by Messrs. Bates 
and Noble. The vacancy is now filled, to the 
entire satisfaction of the Faculty, by Mr. John 
R Hudson. Mr. George M. Folsom, Mr. William 
G. Colbum, Mr. Alesainder F. Wadsworth, and Mr. 
William H. Pettee, were appomted Proctors at the 
commencement of the present Academic year. 
The arrangement by which Professor Eliot took 
charge of the department of Chemistry in the 
Scientific School restored the Kumford Professor- 
ship to the Academic Department, and Professor 
Horsford, in accordance with this arrangement, 
delivered during the second term of the Aca- 
demic year a course of lectures on Recent Im- 
provement* in Munitions of War, which was 
attended by a numerouB and deeply interested 
audience. With this addition only, the course of 
instruction and of study has remained unchanged 
in any essential particular. 
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Among the subjects which ckim the . attention 
of your honorable Board is the construction and 
working of your Committees of Examination. The 
_ present system does not even serve the purpose 
of a communication between the several depart- 
ments and the Overseers. At the stated exam- 
inations before the last Commencement, in some 
cases there was not a single member of the Com- 
mittee in attendance, in others one, two, or three 
out of committees of from twelve to twenty. 
The Faculty would regard it as a privilege to 
themselves and a benefit to the College to have 
the active service of efficient committees; and it 
certainly would conduce to the just estimate of 
our system in the minds of the entire commu- 
nity, were the results of a thorough annual ex- 
amination given to the public. But to this end 
it is essential that the Committees should be 
small, and should be composed of members who, 
in accepting their appointment, consider them- 
selves as pledged to discharge its duties. The 
undersigned would propose the following as a 
feasible plan. Let the Overseers designate for 
each department as the chairmMi of the Commit- 
tee that member of their Board who is regarded 
as most intimately conversant with that depart- 
ment, and on his acceptance let him be held 
responsible to the Board for a full and discrim- 
inating report on his department. Let him be 
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authorized to associate with himself two gentle- 
men, whether members of the Board or not, 
who are specially versed in his department Let 
it be their duty, not only to attend the stated 
examinations, but also to be present occasionally 
at the' ordinary class-exercises, to confer with the 
teachers as to text-books and methods of instruc- 
tion, to tender their advice when it seems desira- 
ble, and to inform themselves of whatever it can 
concern the public to know wil^ regard to the 
actual condition of the department, its improve- 
ment, its relation to the needs, of the community, 
and its wants as to endowments, apparatus, or ad- 
ditional teachers. Such committees would at once 
strengthen the instructors in their work, and sustain 
in your Board, and in the coflimunity which they 
represent, an intelligent interest in the practical 
working of our educational system. 

Another subject to which it may not be amiss 
to ask your attention and that of the public is 
the provision made for indigent students. We 
have now thirty-seven echolarships. It is impos- 
sible to over-estimate their beneficial influence 
upon the College. They attract to the University 
a large number of the very best of our scholars, 
who otherwise would seek less expensive colleges. 
They have raised, to a degree which those not 
connected with the College can hardly appreciate, 
the general standard of scholarship and of char- 
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acter. They might be multiplied with added ad- 
vantage to the institution, and with unspeakable 
benefit to those whose proficiency they would 
sustain and reward. But there is a large class 
of deserving and needy students who fell short 
of the rank which entitles them to scholarships. 
Among those who become our best scholars there 
are some who, not having enjoyed the preliminary 
training of schools of a high grade, are not pre- 
pared, for the first months of their college course, 
to become successful competitors with those who 
are thoroughly fitted to enter college. There are 
others who in rank fell but little below the suc- 
cessful competitors, and are fully their equals in 
industry and merit. There are yet others, des- 
tined to be able and useful men in after-life, who 
' commence their education at a late period, and 
cannot, therefore, become as accurate classical 
scholars as those who acquire the rudiments of 
the ancient languages in childhood, who yet attest 
their mental capacity and vigor by their strong 
grasp of the subjects on which they are occupied 
in the last year of the college course. For these 
classes of students our general beneficiary fund 
presents a very inadequate resource, the dividend 
which each applicant can receive averaging not 
more than from twenty to thirty dollars per 
annum. Many of these students submit to severe 
privations, struggle on in depressing poverty, and 
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often incur a burden of indebtedness which must 
weigh heavily upon them for many subsequent 
years. It is very desirable tbat there should be 
a fund, — a large fund if possible, — the income 
of which should be distributed, not with sole ref- 
erence to the scale of rank, but in the joint ratio 
of merit and need. The disposal of the proceeds 
of such a fund might be intrusted to the Presi- 
dent, or to a select committee of the Faculty, and 
left, without restrictive rules, to his or their dis- 
cretion. A provision of this character would meet 
a want profoundly and painftUly felt by those mem- 
bers of the Faculty who have been placed in con- 
fidential relations with individual students, whose 
own ability to render aid is limited, and who often 
know not where to look to- private generosity for 
the requisite fiinds, or are reluctant to multiply ap- 
peals where such appeals are never made in vain. 

The undersigned, in closing his Report, begs 
leave to express his conviction that the College 
was never in a better condition than at the pres- 
ent moment, as to the competency and efficiency 
of its instructors, the vigilant and energetic disci- 
pline of- its boards of government, and the general 
standard of scholarship, conduct, and character 
among its students.

Summary Statement of the Course op Ihstroction ptir- 
sued m the several departments of the unrversitt 

DURING THE ACADEMICAL YeAE 1860-61. 



L ACADEMICAL BEPARTMENT. 
1. Reliqious Ihstruction. 

InstxuctioQ in Christian - Evidences and Ethics has been 
regularly ^ven by Andrew P. Peabody, D. D,, Preacher to 
the University and Plummer Professor of Christian Morals. 
During the First Term of t^e year he heard recitations from 
the Freshman Class, twice a week, in Hopkins's Lectures on 
the Christian Evidences. 

During the First Term he also heard recitations from the 
Senior Class, twice a week, in Butler's Analogy and Ethics. 

During the Second Term the Professor took charge of the 
department of FoHtical Economy, hearing the Seniors recite 
twice a week in Bowen's Political Economy, and delivering 
lectures on subjects not included in the text-book. 

The service of Daily Prayers has been attended by him, in 
the Chapel. He ima also supplied the Chapel Pulpit on 
Sundays. 

Otiier religiooB exercises, at which the attendance is vdnn- 
tary, have been conducted on Tuesday evemn^ by the same 
officer. 

At present, two hundred and one students have leave of 
absence from Cambridge to pass Sunday at home ; one hun- 
dred and fifty-five attend worship in the College Chapel ; and 
seventy-six attend other churches in Cambridge. 
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2. Fhilosopht. 

The meaoB of instractioii in this Department are lectores, 
recitations, familiarly illustrated at the time by the Professor, 
and written forenuc exercises. 

The Department was under the charge of Francis Bowen, 
A.M., Alford Frofessor. During the first Academic Term, 
the Senior Class ^ecited four mnes a week in Hamilton's 
Metaphysics, and Bowen's Ethics and Metaphysics, during 
the Second Term, the same Class recited four times a week 
in Thomson's Laws of Thought, and Mansel's Prolegomena 
Lo^ca. The Class recited in three Divisions, on the first 
four days of the week, so that the recitation of each day 
occupied three hours. 

Forenncs were read, throughout the year, every Tuesday 
forenoon, by the Seniors, half of the Class attending each 
week. 

Lectures were delivered to the Class on the afternoon of 
Friday during a portion of the Second Term. 



3. Rhetoric ahd Obatobt. 

This Department is under the superintendence of Francis 
J. Child, Boylston Professor of Rhetoric and Oratory, assisted 
in the teaching of Elocution by James Jennison, A. M. 

Instruction m this Department is given to the Sophomore and 
Junior Classes, by exercises in Reading, Speaking, uid Eng- 
lish Compo^tion, and by recitations in Grammar and Rhetoric* 

The Sophomores, during the First Term of the current year, 
studied Vernon's Anglo-Saxon Gnide. 

One fourth of the Class wrote Themes, and attended a critical 
exercise upon them, every week throughout the year. 

To the Juiuors instruction was given by recitations, twice 
a week, during the Second Term, from Whately's Rhetoric. 

They wrote Themes, and attended a critical exercise upon 
them, once every two weeks, through the year. 

They also decldmed, by sections of nine, every week, before 
a portion of the Class and the instructors. 

The inspection of performances for Commencement and for 
the otiier Public Exhibitions is committed to this Department. 

The foregoing statement relates to the duties of the Pro- 
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In addition to the exercises in Declamation already men- 
tioned, there ia a separate course of instruction in Elocntion, 
which is wholly under the care of the Instructor in Elocution. 

Twelve Juniors attended him every week in an exercise pre- 
paratory to the weekly Declamation of the Class. 

The Sophomores and Freshmen attended him once every 
week, durmg the year. 

He supenntended the rehearsals of performances for the 
Puhlic *Exhibition8 of the year ; the final rehearsal for each 
of which is regularly attended by the Professor. 



4. History. 

Instruction was giren in this Department to the Senior 
Class, during the last academical year, by the Professor of 
History. The books used were Stephen's Lectures on the 
History of France, Guizot's Lectures on the History of Civili- 
zation in Europe, May's Constitutional History of England, 
and Woolsey's International Law. The Class recited four 
times a week during the year, aud were examined by written 
questions and orally at the end of the Second Term. A 
course of Lectures was also read to the Class at the close of 
the year. The Freshman Class recited twice a week daring 
the Second Term to Mr, Bates, in Smith's History of Greece, 
and were examined by written questions and orally at the end 
of that Term. 



5. MODBRN LaNQUAQES. 

This Department was under the superintendence of James 
B. Lowell, A.M., Smith Professor of me French and Spanish 
Languages, and Professor of the Selles-Lettres. There were 
in the Department two Instructors: Ferdinand Bocher, A.M., 
Instructor in French, and Ernst E. F. Krauss, Instructor in 
German.* 

The principles which regulate the Department are, — 1. All 
the Modem Languages are optional. 2. A student commen- 
cing the study of any language is not permitted to leave it before 
the close of the year without a vote of the Faculty. 3. The 
students are formed utto Sections, and are earned forward 
according to their proficiency, without reference to Classes. 
4. The days of instruction are Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays. 

* In Spuiish and Italian tbe instniclioi] is giren by Profewor Lowell.

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The French Language was taught to students of the Jun- 
ior and Sophomore Classes, in two Sections. One hour a 
day, three days in the week, t^iroughout the year, was de- 
voted to each Sectioa. The instruction was given by trans- 
lation from text-bookB (Demogeot and Robertson), wtitteu 
exercises, and practice in speudng at each recitation. 

Instruction was given in German by translation from Ger- 
man into English and from English into German, the text- 
books iiaed being Goethe's " Faust " and FoUen's " German 
Reader." The Instructor has pud especial attention to 
gronnding the students thoroughly in the elemente of the 
language, and has met his class one evening in each week 
for practice in conversation. 

The Btudenta in Spanish and Italian from the Senior and 
Junior Classes recit«d in two Sections three times a ireeb 
during the year. Instruction was given by translation from 
text-books, and by written exercises. 

Instruction m Italian was ^ven to one Section of Seniors 
three times a week during the year, by translation from text- 
books, and written exercises. 

Professor Lowell delivered Lectures during the first Term of 
the Academic Tear. A class of volunteer students in Italian 
read Dante with him three times a week during the year. 



6. Latin. 

During the past year this Department was under the superin- 
tendence of George M. Lane, University Professor of Latin, 
assisted by Ephnum W. Gumey, Edwin H. Abbot, and 
George W. C. Noble, Tutors. The instruction of the Senior 
and Junior Classes was conducted by Professor Lane, that of 
the Sophomore Class by Mr. Gumey, and that of the Freeh- 
man Glass by Mr. Noble and Mr. Abbot in the Elrst Term, 
and by Mr. Noble in the Second Term. 

Instruction was given to the Freshman Class in Ijncohi's 
Selections from livy, the Odes of Horace, Roman Antiqai- 
ties, and in writing Latin, once a month. 

To tiie Sophomore Class, in the Andria and Heautonti- 
moroumenos of Terence, Cicero's Orations against Verres, 
and the Efnsties of Horace, and in writing Latin. 

To the Junior Class, in Horace's Satires, Tacitos's Annals, 
and in writing Latin. 

To the Seniors, in Jnvenal (continued), Catullus, and 
Qaiiitilian, and in writing Latin. 

In the three lower Classes the I^tin was a required stady ; 
with the Seniors it was elective. 
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7. GOBEE. 

The Greek Department was under the care of William W. 
Goodwin, Ph.D., Eliot Professor of Greek Literature, Evan- 
gelinus A. Sophocles, A.M., University Professor of Ancient, 
Byzantine, and Modem Greek, Edwin H. Abbot, A.M., and 
Andrew T. Bates, A.B., Tutors. 

The Freshmen were instructed by Mr. Bates and Mr. 
Abbot. They were divided into foiir alphabetical SecUons, 
The text-books were Homer's Iliad, the Oedipus Tyrannus 
of Sophocles, and Thucjdides. There were five recitations a 
week during each Term, besides an exercise every fortnight 
in Greek Prose Composition. 

The Sophomores were instructed by Mr. Sophocles. They 
were divided into four alphabetical Sections, each Section re- 
citing three times a week. They read the Apology and Crito 
of Plato, and Thucydidea, during the First Term, and the 
Clouds of Aristophanes during the Second Term. The Class 
were also instructed in Greek Composition. 

The Juniors and Seniors were instructed by Mr. Goodwin, 
and attended three exercises each week. 

The Juniors recited in three alphabetical Sections. In the 
Krst Term, they read the Septem of Aeschylus, the Birds of 
Aristophanes, and part of Aeschines on' the Crown ; in the 
Second Term they finished Aeschines on the Crown, and read 
the whole of Demosthenes on the Crown. The Class were also 
instructed in Greek Composition. 

A Section of ten Seniors selected Greek as an elective 
study. They read the greater part of Books I., II., VI., and 
VII. of Thucydides, and parts of Vols. V., VI., and VII. of 
Grote's History of Greece. 

President Felton delivered a course of Lectures on Homer 
to the Junior Class during the last six weeks of the Rrst Term ; 
the Eliot Professor began a course of Lectures to the Juniors 
in the First Term, which were continued daring the first six 
weeks of the Second Term. 



S. Hebrew. 

This Department was under the superintendence of the Rev. 
George R. Noyes, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and 
other Oriental Languages ; being conducted by recitations and 
oral instruction, given to members of the Senior Glass three 
times each week, during the year, if desired. Attendance on 
this branch is optional. Two students attended twice a week, 
and made satisfactory progress for the time giren to the study. 
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9. Natural History. 

This Department vas under the care of Asa Gray, M.I>., 
Fisher Professor of Natural History. 

Throughout the Second Term die whole Sophomore Class 
were instructed in Vegetable Physiology and Morphology, by 
recitations &om Gray's Botanical TeztBook, with informal 
I/ectures, microscopical demonstrations, and written examina- 
Isons. These exercises were attended by the Glass, in three 
Sections, twice a week, on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

A course of Lectures upon Systematic Botany, consisting 
of two Lectures per week throughout the Term, was deliv- 
ered to those students of the Junior Class who elected the 
study. These Lectures were attended by about forty-five 
Juniors and several Scientific Students. From the first of May 
to the end of the Term, private practical lessons were g^ven 
by the Professor, twice a week, to about thirty members of 
the Class, who chose to avail themselves of the privilege. 

The course of Lectures on Geology, delivered by Professor 
Agassiz during the First Term, and that upon Zoology during 
the Second Term, are open to members of tiie Senior Glass. 



10. Anatomy ahd PHYeioLoGT. 
A course of twenty-six Lectures on the Anatomy and Physi- 
ology of Vertebrated Animals was delivered during the First 
Term, also a course of twelve Lectures on Comparative Em- 
bryology during the Second, to the members of the Senior 
Glaas, and to members of the Professional Schools, by Jeffiiea 
Wyman, M.D., Hersey Professor of Anatomy. The Lec- 
tures were ^ven on Tuesdays and Thursdays, at 12 M., in 
the anatomical lecture-room in Boylaton HaU. 



11. Chemistry and MiNEBALoaY. 

The instruction in this Department was given by Josiah P. 
Gooke, A.M., Erving Professor, and Leonard C. Alden, A.B., 
Assistant in Ghemiatry, During the Rrst Term, the Sopho- 
more Class recited twice a week, from the first half of StSck- 
hardt's Elements of Chemistry, and attended a course of 
Experimental Lectures on the Chemistry of the Non-Metallic 
Elements. During the Second Term, the same Class recited 
twice a week, the first half of the term from the same book, 
the second hdf from booke's Chemical Physics, and attended 
a course of about thirty Lectures on the Chemistry of the 
Metallic Elements. 
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The Junior Class recited twice a-week from Cooke's Chemi- 
cal Physics, prepared by the Professor expressly for their use. 
The portion of the book studied was that relating to Heat 

Those of the Junior Class who elected this Department at- 
tended during the First Term a course of instruction in Prac- 
tical Chemistry, giving their attendance in the Laboratory on 
three days in the week, three hours each day. The recitar 
tions of this section were heard by the Professor, hut the Glass 
while in the Laboratory were under the direction of the 
Asfflstant in Chemistry. During the Second Term, the same 
Section of the Junior Class recited to the Erving Professor 
three times each week from Dana's System of Mineralogy, and 
the Ciiaptep of Crystallography in Cooke's Chemical Physics. 

12. Physios. 

During the past academical year, instruction in this De- ' 
partmeut was conducted by Joseph Levering, A.M., Hollis 
Professor of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The whole Junior Claaa attended recitations three times a 
week during the First and Second Terms ; and read Her- 
Bchel'a Outlines of Astronomy and Lardner's Course of Nat- 
ural Philosophy [Optics]. TMs Class wag examined at the 
end of the Second Term in both books. The examination was 
both oral and written. 

Each Class was divided into three Divisions ; and each Di- 
vision remjuned with the instructor one hour at every exercise ; 
in all nine hours a week. 

The Senior Class attended a course of thirty Lectures on 
Physics and Experimental Philosophy. The Junior Class at- 
tended a similar course of thirty Lectures. The whole course 
of Lectures in this Department, which extends tlirough two 
years, consists of about sixty Lectures of one hour each ; or 
one Lecture to each Class for every week of both Terms. 
The subject last year was Mechanics (including Hydrostatics, 
Hydrodynamics, Pneumatics), and Optics. These Lectures 
are always attended by some members of the Scienti&c and 
Professional Schools. 



IS. Mathematics. 

The instruction in this Department was ^ven by Benjamin 
Peirce, LL.D., Perkins Professor of Astronomy and Mathe- 
matics, James Mills Peirce, A.M., Assistant Professor of 
Mathematics, and Solomon Lincoln, Tutor. 

The Freshman Class recited in four Sections on four days 
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of the week, Monday, Ttnaday, Wednesday, and Thursday, 
throughout tiie year, from the followiDg text-books ; namely, 
Peirce's Plane and Solid Geometry and Peirce'a Algebra. 

The Sophomore Class recited in four Sections on three days 
in the veek, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, throughout the 
year, &om the following text^books : Peirce's Kavigation 
and Surveying and Spherical Trigonometry, Chapter lY. of 
Peirce's Algebra, and J. M. Peirce's Analytic Geometry. 

Instruction was given to those who elected Mathematics in 
the Junior and Senior years by Lectures and recitations, on 
three dajrs in the week, Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, 
throughout the year, in the Differential, Imaginary, Integral, 
and I^idual Calculuses and the Calculus of Quatemions, and 
in the Mathematjcal Theory of Mechanics and Astronomy. 



n. PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 
1. Divinity School. 

The Divinity School was under the superintendence of the 
Bev. Gonrers Francis, D.D., Parkman Professor of Pulpit 
Eloquence and the Pastoral Care ; the Rev. George R. 
Noyes, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and other Ori- 
ental Languages, and Dexter Lecturer on Sacred Literature ; 
the Rev, Frederick H. Hedge, D.D., Professor of Ecclesiasti- 
cal History ; and Rev. George E. Ellis, D.D,, Professor of 
Systematic Theology. 

The course of instruction in the Divinity School occupies 
three years. The School consists of three Glasses ; the Jun- 
ior, Middle, and Senior, 

Each Professor attends exercises with each of the Glasses 
through the year. The course of instruction is divided be- 
. tween them as follows. To the Parkman Professor are allotted 
the branches of Natural Religion, Christian Ethics, and Prac- 
tical Divinity, Church Polity, the Composition and Delivery of 
Sermons, and the Duties of the Paetond Office, together with 
several exercises of a miecellaaeous character. To the Han- 
cock Professor, the Principles of Criticism and Interpreta- . 
tion, the Criticism and Interpretation of the Old and the New 
Testaments, and the Hebrew Language. The Professor of 
Ecclesiastical History and the Professor of Systematic Theol- 
ogy give instruction in the branches of Theology which their 
titles deidgnate. 
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The members of the Senior Clasa have a course of preach- 
ing during a part of the year in the Chapel of Divinity Hall. 
They also have an evening meeting once a week for prayer 
and religious conversation. Occasionally, evening meeting 
are held for extemporaneous debate on given questions. 

The present number of students (December, 1862) is 17. 
^hey come from the States of New Hampshire, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, and from Montreal, 0. E. ; 
and those of them who are graduates, from Amherst, Bai^ 
vard, and Antioch Colleges. 



2. Law School. 

During the academic year 1861-62, the Law School has 
continued under the superintendence of Joel Parker, LL.D., 
Boyall Professor of Law, Theophilus Parsons, LL,D., Dane 
Professor of Law, and Emory Washburn, LL. D., Bussey 
Professor of Law. 

The Rojall Professor has detivered Lectures upon the Law 
of Bailments and of Corporations, Constitutional Law, and 
the Jurisprudence of the United States, and Equity Jurispru- 
dence, Pleading and Evidence. 

The Dane Professor has delivered Lectures upon Blackstone*s 
Commentaries, Kent's Commentaries, the Law of Evidence, 
the Law of Bills and Notes, and the Law of Partnership. 

The Bussey Professor has delivered Iiectures upon Arbitra- 
tion, Bankruptcy, Lasolvency, and Conflict of liaws, and the 
Law of Real Property. 

There have been no new arrangements in relation to the 
organization of the School or the course of instruction. 

Ten Lectures are delivered in each week, with occanonal 
extra lectures, generally from text-books designated ; and in 
the course of the Lectures examinations are made, by inquiry 
of the students as to cases or principles presented to them in 
connection with the subject-matter of tbe Lecture. The Fac- . 
ulty continue this method of examination, being convinced tbat 
no other would meet so satisfactorily the wants of the School. 

A Moot Court has been held each week by one of the Pro- 
fessors. The Law Faculty repeat the expression of their 
, confidence in the great utility of these courts. That they 
must be especially useful to the students engaged in them 
as counsel, is obvious. But they are almost equally profitable 
to others who investigate the questions presented, and indeed 
to all who attend tbem, and make use of the opportunities 
they offer to learn to take notes readily and accurately. 
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Cla1)9 for discussion and debate, and for the argomeat of 
cases, have beea contjnued by the students. The Faculty 
regard them as eminently useful, and provide for them all the 
facilities and encouragement in their power. 

Prizes for Dissertations have been awarded as before ; with 
the usual strong commendation of the essays by the Committee. 

The namber of students attending at the first term was 
one htmdred and three, at the second term seventy-eight. 
They came from twenty of the United States, the District of 
Columbia, and New Brunswick, Turkey, and the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

The degree of LL.B. was conferred at Commencement upon 
forty-two stadents. 

3. Medical School. 

This School was under the superintendence of 

D. Humphreys Storer, M.D., Professor of Midwifery and 
Medical Jurisprudence ; 

J. B. S. Jackson, M.D., Shattuck Professor of Morbid Anat- 
omy ; 

Henry I. Bowditch, M.D., Jackson Professor of Clinical

George C. Shattuck, Hersey Professor of the Theory and 
Practice of Physic ; 

Oliver W. Holmes, M.D., Parkman Professor of Anatomy 
and Physiology ; 

Henry J- Bigelow, M.D., Professor of Surgery ; 

Edward H. Clarke, M.D., Professor of Materia Mediea ; 

John Bacon, M.D., University Professor of Chemistry. 

The Medical School was conducted by the above-named Pro- 
fessors, at the Medical College in North Grove Street, Boston. 
The instraclion was given by Courses of Lectures, delivered by 
the several Professora in their respective departments. The 
Lectures begin annually on the first Wednesday in November, 
and continue four months, or seventeen weeks. The students 
also attend the practice of the Hospital. 

The number of students attending Medical Lectures in ttie 
session of 1861-62 was 205. 

The above School is devoted exclusively to Medical Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates not being permitted to attend. 

Instruction is also given during the summer at the Medical 
College, by means of Recitations Mid Lectures. The summer 
course begins at the close of &e mnter course, and continues 
till November. There is a vacation from the middle of July 
tail the middle of September. 
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4. La WKBSCB Scientific School. 
This institution was under the^uperintendence of 
Louis Agassiz, LL.D., Lawrence Professor of Zoology and

The course of instruction embraces systematic practical ex- 
ennses in the several Laboratories of Professors Agassiz, Wy- 
man, Gray, and Eliot ; instruction in Enpneering under the 
direction of Professor Eustis ; recitations ; and Lectures. 

The Lectures are as follows : — 

Professor Agassiz's Course on Geology, and the Structure 
and Classification of the Animal Kingdom, consisting of be- 
tween thirty and forty Lectures each Term. These Lectures 
were attended by members of the Scientific and Law Schools, 
and by the Senior Glass of the College. 

AH the courses of Lectures of the Academic Department 
are open to Scientific Students. 

The average number of Special Students in all Depart- 
ments of Qie School throughout the year vas about mxtj. 



6. Museum of Comparaxiyb Zoology. 

The Museum has been under the superintendence of Louis 
Agassiz, Professor of Geology and Zoology in the Lawrence 
Scientific School. The lectures and instruction in his de- 
partment of the Scientific School have been ^ven at tiie 
Museum, where the special students have been empktyed in 
their several branches of study, under the direction of th^i 
Professor. With one exception, all the students have received 
their instruction gratuitously. 

The lectures were also attended by the Senior Class, and by a 
large nomber of teachers of the pubuo schools of Massachusetts. 
4 
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6. Astronomical Obsbrtaiort. 

Durinz the past year the* Aatronomical Observatory has 
been under ^e superintendence of George F. Bond, A.M^ 
Director of the Observatory. 

The Observatory waa not founded for the purpose of giving 
elementfu^ instnictjon in Astronomy and the kindred sci- 
ences, but to fumiah accurate systematic obeeirations of the 
heavenly bodies,- and to co-operate in other investigations 
for tii9 public good. It is, however, open to persons wishing 
to enter upon a thorough coarse of instruction in FracticfS 
Astronomy.

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TREASURER'S STATEMENT. 



To TBE HONOBABLE AND BeTEBEND, 

The Otkbseebs of Habtabd College. 

Gentlemen : — The Treasurer submits the accompa- 
nying Statement, for the past year, of the financial 
affairs of the College, of which he has had charge 
since March 1st. 

By the General Statement of the Academic Departr 
ment. Doc. No. II., made up in the usual form, it is 
shown that the income from all soiu'ces has been 
$117,321.22; that there has been paid for salaries 
and general expenses $ 61,126.62, and that the amount 
credited to the several accounts in the different depart- 
ments is $ 60,735.03, — making the whole expenditure 
$121,861.65, and leaving a deficiency for the year of 
$ 4,540.43. The surplus over six per cent of dividends 
for the same time and the gain on stocks sold has, 
however, amounted to $ 5,946.25, placed to the credit 
of the Insurance and Guaranty Fund. 

The income from the property devised by the late 
Benjamin Bussey has, for the first time, been brought 
into the College accounts, and has been appropriated 
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according to the directions of the testator. In May- 
last, two stores, originally a part of this estate, were 
entirely, and another partially, destroyed by fire. The 
loss on all, beyond the insurance recovered, will be a 
little over $ 1,000, and will be charged to the before- 
named Insurance and Guaranty Fund, — showing the 
wise policy of having such an account. 

The late Winthrop Ward, of Newton, Massachusetts, 
bequeathed two thousand dollars in trust for the Di- 
vinity School, which has already been received from 
his executors. 

Five hundred dollars have been given by "a member 
of the Class of 1817," in aid of the fund for the Schol- 
arship heretofore established for that Class. 

A portrait by Ames, valuable as a work of art, and 
interesting as a memorial of the late President Felton, 
has been presented to Ihe College by several of his 
friends, and placed in Harvard Hall. 

A valuable donation bf minerals, from Rev. A. G. 
Frazier, of Bombay, received too late for notice in the 
last Treasurer's Report, but appropriately acknowl- 
edged in that of the President, is placed in the care 
of Professor Cooke. 

No further action has been had by the Supreme 
Judicial Court in reference to the separation of the 
Divinity School from the College. 

The fund for the support of the Massachusetts Pro- 
fessorship of Natural History has been somewhat fur- 
ther reduced since the last report upon the subject- 
It has been voted, however, by the Corporation, that 
no further encroachment upon its principal shall, under 
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any circumstances, be allowed ; and measures are now 
being taken by the friends of this branch of education, 
which it is hoped will be successful, for ite permanent 
relief 

The Observatory is still conducted, with great credit 
to itself and the University, under much embarrass- 
ment from the want of funds to meet its incidental 
expenses and repairs. The necessary acknowledgment 
alone of valuable donations from its more highly en- 
dowed rivals, and the diffusion of its most interesting 
and valuable publications, demand of the friends of 
science and of our country at large, that means should 
be provided more adequate to the support of an insti- 
tution so creditable, not only to the University, but to 
the United States. 

The liberality of friends, and a due appreciation of 
the value of property now in our charge, begin to de- 
mand earnestly that some provision be made for the 
proper care and disposal of books in the Library, — 
as its shelves are already crowded, and little if any 
additional room suitable to the piupose can be made 
within the walls of Gore HalL
